With respect to claim 14 claiming a reaction temperature, claim describes operational conditions and does not limit the invented 
apparatus. While features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to apparatus must be 
distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQZd 1429, 
1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997), see also In re Swinehad, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 228-29 (CCPA 1971); In re Danly, 263 F.2d 
844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959), "Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-packard Co. v. 
Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (emphasis in original). MPEP 2114. 
In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., two catalysts placed in a pile form) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
